Suffering Dowieite. 
Chicago, March 6.—The city health 
department is justified in forcibly in­ 
terfering in cases of extreme sickness, 
where the services of a physician are 
refused, according to an opinion just 
rendered 
by 
Corporation 
Counsel 
Lewis. 
Since the advent of John 
Alexander Bowie in Chicago many 
cases of this nature have been brought 
to the notice of the city authorities, 
but no definite action has ever been 
taken in the matter until yesterday, 
when prayer instead of medicine was 
being used in the treatment of Mrs. 
Elia Turner, 815 Addison avenue, who 
Is a believer in Dowie’s teachings. 
The woman had been suffering for 
over twenty-four hours, and her life 
was in imminent peril, as her condi­ 
tion called for an immediate opera­ 
tion, 
Instead of calling a physician 
the woman’s husband and relatives ap­ 
pealed to Overseer Vollva of Zion 
City, who sent one of his deacons to 
pray for her. 
The woman’s pain in­ 
creased so much that her cries at­ 
tracted the attention of a neighbor, 
who reported the case to the police! 
The police at once placed the matter 
In the hands of the health department, 
but the health officials hesitated to j 
interfere for several hours, believing 
that the case was outside their juris­ 
diction.

Chinese Troops Posted at Approaches 
to the Capital.

San Francisco, March 6.—A relief 
fund for the sufferers from the recent 
tidal wave and cyclone which swept 
over Tahiti and neighboring islands 
has been started here under the man­ 
agement of French Consul Lanell, who

which

next Sunday morning. 
He says he 
does not believe that the inhabitants 
of Tahiti will suffer greatly for want 
of food. 
Of the 10,900 people on the 
island 300 are whites who get their 
supplies from this city. 
The natives 
live almost entirely on bread-fruit and 
cocoanuts. 
The report that the na­ 
tives have had their groves swept 
away and are facing starvation is de­ 
nied by F. S. Samuels, secretary to 
John D. Spreckels, president of the 
Oceanic 
Steamship 
company. 
Mr. 
Samuels says that the cocoanut groves 
are located in the higher portions of 
the island and were not reached by 
the tidal wave which destroyed the 
custom-house and postoffice, 
“There has been no serious dam­ 
age." said Mr. Samuels. 
“At least 
there has been none in Tahiti, and 
the report that the inhabitants must 
face starvation is absurd. 
Some of 
the 
smaller 
islands 
possibly 
w ere 1 
swept over, but there are few human 
beings on any of them, and most of 
them are uninhabited.
